Editor's Message: 


Deadlines, and the Perils of the Publishing Business 


This issue marks the sixth month of the Alberta Gay and 
Lesbian Press, and the thirtieth month that our group has 
produced a regular monthly magazine. 

Over the past two and a half years we have encountered 
many, many problems, but none quite so distressing as what 
happened last month with our July issue. 

After four months of working with Calgary's Bow Web 
Printers, we felt the quality they were providing was poor, 
the price was high, and the customer service very poor. 
Since they made no attempts to satisfy our concerns, we 
sought a new printer. 

We ended up with Calgary's North Hill News, the only 
other Web Press in Calgary that could handle our specific 
job. They promised us excellent quality and that our printing 
schedules would be met to the best of their printing ability. 

Such was not the case. 

At the end of June we packed the artwork and 
completed layout sheets for the July issue off to North Hill 
News and awaited its return. In the meantime, I received 
several phone calls from their customer service 
representative -- several pages would need work to provide 
the quality we had asked for. They would be able to make 
the alterations, at a charge of $40 per hour. As they said, "It 
shouldn't take more than two or three hours." 

With the extra work completed, we again waited for the 
magazine's arrival. After a couple of days, North Hill News 
called again. 

"Bad news", they said. "We won't be able to schedule a 
print run before July 19." 

One option, of course, was available -- if we wanted to 
pay an extra fee for some additional setup work. "Shouldn't 
be more than $250, Jim. That would give you the magazine 
back about July 15." 


By this point, the magazine was already one day late. 

That afternoon, I frantically searched for a printer in 
Edmonton, Vancouver -- anywhere that could print the 
magazine in a hurry. I found one in Edmonton who 
promised to have it "off the press" within twenty-four hours 
of receiving the artwork. 

I called North Hill News and told them I was sending 
someone to pick up all artwork, as we would be printing 
elsewhere. 


Edmonton received the artwork on Friday the 5th, and 
the job was "off the press" by Monday the 8th. Binding 
would take a few more hours, and the whole job was ready 
the following morning. 

On Tuesday the 9th, the magazines were shipped out 
directly by courier to our Edmonton locations, and the rest 
were shipped by Greyhound Express (the only couriers who 
could guarantee same-day delivery) and were due in 
Calgary at 7:30 pm. 

How Greyhound managed to lose thirty-five cases 
marked Alberta Gay and Lesbian Press still remains a 
mystery. 

The next day, they found the boxes, shipped them to 
our office, and the magazine finally arrived in Calgary's bars 
and businesses -- ten days late. 

I went for a strong drink. 

This month Edmonton's Central Web Colorpress has 
taken over the job. They have promised excellent quality, 
and have already shown admirable customer service. 

The quality problems (fuzzy pictures, pages cut off, etc.) 
we experienced last month were caused by North Hill News 
making negatives to their specifications, and having another 
printer, with different equipment, printing from those 
negatives. 

The magazine you hold in your hands now is a 
testament to Central Web's quality. 

Aside from all this, things are going well here at the 
AGLP. We have settled into our new office space, and have 
many more exciting features in the works for future issues. 

We have discontinued a few of our regular features, to 
use the space more efficiently by bringing you news 
unavailable in mainstream media. We will continue listing 
gay films and other films of interest showing at the Plaza 
and the Princess Theaters within the Community Events 
Directory. A seperate directory for Edmonton is in the works 


‘ once we begin receiving more information on a regular 


basis. We expect to have an Edmonton correspondent in, the 
near future. 

This issue also marks the last to which Daphne Fox will 
be contributing. 

Daphne has been a vital part of the magazine for the 
past ten months, and now leaves us to concentrate on her 
family and other endeavours. We wish her all the best.

Doc & Raider 
Gets National 
Attention 


Doc & Raider, a cartoon series 
by Sean Martin, has been slated 
for acquisition by the National 
Archives of Canada as part of its 
collection of Canadian caricature. 
According to curator Susan North, 
"This is part of the Archives’ 
continuing drive to bring different 
political and social sensibilities to 
the collection. For years, our 
mainstays have been established 
political cartoons for the larger 
daily newspapers, but we realize 
there are other, more seldom-seen 
viewpoints that should be 
encouraged." 

Now in its third year, Doc & 
Raider has been described as New 
Yorker humor for a gay and 
lesbian readership. Chronicling the 
lives of two ‘happily married’ gay 
men, the panel has tackled topics 
as frivolous as shopping and as 
serious (and _little-seen) as 
domestic violence. From its initial 
appearance in Q, a now-defunct 
entertainment monthly in 
Vancouver, it is now seen in 
almost twenty papers world-wide, 
from Canada to New Zealand, 
with an estimated total readership 
of three million. In addition, the 
first collection of panels is 
scheduled for publication this year 
by Los Hombres Press in San 
Diego, California. 

Originally from Texas, Martin 
emigrated to Canada in 1988 and 
works as a senior designer for a 
major advertising firm in Ottawa. 

He is also the author of two 
novels: The Road to Aj, a 
contemporary retelling of The 


Wizard of Oz, and Teapot, a 
political comedy set in modern- 
day Montreal, as well as the author 
and illustrator of a children's book, 
Kings and Dragons are Supposed 
to Fight, which will appear next 
year from Annick Press.

Calgarians Take 
Part in Toronto 
Concert 


The Vancouver Men's Chorus 
(VMC) celebrated their tenth 
anniversary season this year with a 
tour to central Canada and 
Washington, D.C. On June 29 at 
the St. Lawrence Centre in 
Toronto, the VMC sang with the 
Ottawa Men's Chorus, the Ottawa 
Women's Chorus, and the Toronto 
Gay Men's Chorus. Two members 
of Calgary's Rocky Mountain 
Singers also performed with the 
group of about 140, when all the 
choirs joined together in five songs 
to end the performance. An 
audience of 800 watched in 
Toronto and 650 attended a repeat 
performance in Ottawa _ the 
following night. 

The VMC tour ended in a joint 
concert with the Gay Men's 
Chorus of Washington, D.C., and a 
reception at the Canadian Embassy 
in the American capital on the 
fourth of July. 

Plans are now underway to 
invite all six Canadian GALA 
choruses to Calgary to perform 
with the Rocky Mountain Singers 
on June 27, 1991.

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Gay Rights Advances 
Across Canada

Across Canada, encouraging 
moves are being made _ by 
politicians in the area of gay rights. 

The conservative government 
of Nova Scotia announced in May 
that it will amend the provincial 
human-rights statutes to ban 
discrimination based on_ sexual 
orientation. 

That would make Nova Scotia 
the fifth province or territory with 
a comprehensive gay-rights law, 
following Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec and the Yukon Territory. 

"The announcement was part 
of a package of changes 
announced by the Tories in what is 
being seen as an attempt to shore 
up their scandal—weary 
government, which holds a slim 
majority in the legislature," 
according to a gay—press report. 

In Alberta, meanwhile, the 


Liberal Party introduced a 
comprehensive gay-rights 
measure in the provincial 


legislature June 5. 

The bill would amend the 
Individual's Rights Protection Act 
by adding "sexual orientation" as a 
prohibited ground of 
discrimination. 

"No individual should be 
subject to discrimination in respect 
of jobs, apartments or public 
services because of their sexual 
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orientation," said author and 
legislator Sheldon Chumir. 

The move came just eight days 
after City Council in Edmonton 
amended the city's equal- 
opportunities policy to protect 
lesbian and gay city employees 
from discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. 

Activists were ecstatic about 
that measure's passage given that 
two years ago the council flat-out 
refused to issue a proclamation for 
gay-pride day. 


At the federal level, gays and 
lesbians achieved protection last 
year from any discrimination at 
the hands of governmental bodies 
when a federal court ruled that the 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
contains an implied .gay-rights 
clause, and Justice Minister Kim 
Campbell agreed. 

But private-sector discrim- 
ination can only be banned with an 
amendment to the Canadian

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Gay Rights Advances in Leningrad, Estonia, Latvia

The gay/lesbian movement in 
the Soviet Union is advancing on 
so many fronts that it's difficult to 
keep up from overseas. Four items 
landed in the newsroom this week. 

In the Baltic Republic of 
Latvia, parliament voted to delete 
the male-sodomy law from the 
penal code, according to the 
Swedish gay newspaper Kom Ut. 
To become official, however, the 
repeal must be OK'd by authorities 
in Moscow, the newspaper said. 

Latvia's move followed two 
years of talk in several republics 
about repealing the sodomy laws. 
But U.S. activist and Soviet expert 
Julie Dorf is not hopeful the other 
14 republics will follow suit. 

"I don't think there'll be any 
more movement because it's really 
caught up in the struggle of the 
entire Soviet Union," Dorf said. 
"There's not much incentive to 
work on repealing the laws with 
the bigger question looming of 
whether there is going to continue 
to be a Soviet Union." 

Dorf co-founded the 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission with 
Moscow gay-movement pioneer 
Roman Kalinin. 

Kalinin says 800 men are 
imprisoned yearly in the Russian 
Republic under the male-sodomy 


law there, Article 121.1. 
Historically, most have been 
political dissidents who were 


framed by the KGB, Kalinin says. 
Meanwhile, in Leningrad, two 

popular rock groups, Auction and 

Brigade S, have united with the 
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Tchaikovsky Foundation for the 
Cultural Initiatives and Defense of 
Sexual Minorities to garner 
heterosexual support for gays and 
lesbians. : 

During a recent national TV 
broadcast, Auction's Vladimir 
Veselkin announced that the 
group will devote all its future 
efforts to supporting gay 
liberation. Veselkin later published 
an open letter to Western 
musicians inviting them to join the 
band in supporting the cause. 

In other news, Tchaikovsky 
Foundation founder Olga Zhuk 
told The New York Native that she 
continues to be harassed with 
menacing phone calls and visits 
from the KGB, the Soviet secret 
police. 

The authorities also persist in 
threatening Zhuk with arrest 
under Article 121.1, despite the 
fact that it outlaws only penile- 
anal sex. Agents appear at most of 
Zhuk's speaking engagements, she 
said, especially those related to 
AIDS or the defense and 
rehabilitation of drug addicts. 

Despite months of attempts, 
the Tchaikovsky Foundation 
remains unregistered at the City 
Council--a necessary move to 
protect freedom of assembly and 
speech. 


Lastly, in Tallinn, Estonia, the 
Estonian Lesbian Union 
announced plans to open a 
clubhouse following receipt of 
10,000 Finnish marks from a 
Helsinki lesbian who inherited a 
chunk of money. . 

ELU founder Lilian Kotter 
says the group's membership has 


grown from four to 60 in the past 
year. Like the Tchaikovsky 
Foundation, ELU is struggling to 
secure formal registration with the 
City Council. 

The project has been delayed, 
Kotter said, because the group's 
formal spokeswoman, who _ is 
married to a man, resigned after 
she was forced out of her day-job 
following a TV interview. 

"We're looking for a serious 
lesbian who can stand up for us 
and it isn't easy to find her," Kotter 
said. "So many of our members 
are... hidden in the closet." 

Plans have been finalized for 
two weeks of conferences, film 
festivals and pride celebrations in 
Moscow and Leningrad between 
July 23 and Aug. 2. San Francisco's 
Dorf is taking 60 North Americans, 
including this reporter, on a 
special trip to join the festivities. W

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Arrests, Police Brutality At 
Chicago Act Up Demonstration 
Protestor Charged With Biting Cop

Chicago police aggressively 
arrested 25 of the 250 ACT UP 
members who protested outside 
the American Medical 
Association's annual conference 
June 24 in Chicago. The protestors 
came from ACT UP chapters 
across the country. 

Half of the 25 were nabbed as 
the group unsuccessfully 
attempted to move from _ the 
sidewalk to the street while 
marching down Michigan Avenue 
to the Chicago Hilton and Towers, 
site of the conference. 

Protestor Bill McMillan's 
head was repeatedly bashed 
against the side of a paddy wagon 
by one officer before McMillan 
was shoved inside. 

The remaining arrests 
occurred when an "affinity group" 
known as DICKS (Doctors In 
Cahoots with Killer Scumbags) 
tried to crash a police line at the 
hotel. 

The DICKS protestors, who 
had 12-inch dildos hanging out of 
their flies, battled the officers for 
about two minutes before police 
succeeded in pinning the men to 
the pavement. 

One protestor's head met the 
cement with a loud thunk and a 
pool of blood was left behind. 

One of the nearly 150 police 
officers, Ronald Parram, received 
medical treatment after a protestor 


bit him, said First District police 
officials. 

The alleged biter, Gary 
Lawman from New York City, was 
charged with aggravated battery, 
resisting arrest, mob action and 
disarming a police officer--—for 
allegedly removing a pistol from 
its holster. 

At Lawman's bond hearing, 
however, Parram testified that he 
was not certain he had been bitten. 
All he knew for sure, he said, was 
that he felt a pain and looked 
down to find that both his finger 
and Lawman's mouth were 
bleeding. 

Doctors' reports presented at 
the hearing also failed to confirm 
that Parram's injury was a human 
bite. 

A judge issued an order for 
forced HIV testing of Lawman, but 
the state's attorney's office opted 
not to make use of it. Lawman was 
released on $25,000 bond after 
being held for 36 hours. 

The protest marked at least the 


third time in the past two years 


that Chicago’ police have 
confronted ACT UP demonstrators 
with what many observers judged 
to be unnecessary force. 

Activists say police became 
more aggressive with them 
concurrent with the election of 
Mayor Richard Daley, whose 
administration is less "reform"- 
minded than those of his 
immediate predecessors. 


Protestors filed numerous 
complaints related to alleged 
brutality following a_ national 
AIDS demonstration in Chicago in 
April 1990. ACT .UP spokesman 
Tim Miller said several formal 
complaints will be filed in 
connection with the June 24 protest 
as well. 

The Chicago Tribune reported 
that "some officers used anti-gay 
slurs and insults as they followed 
[protestors] along South Michigan 
Avenue." The newspaper quoted 
one Officer as saying "he was going 
to beat the demonstrators ‘like I 
beat my wife." 

ACT UP targeted the AMA 
because of the association's 
support for "contact tracing" of 
sexual and needle-sharing 
partners of HIV-positives and for 
mandatory testing of immigrants 
and inmates. The group also 
demanded that the AMA endorse 
a nationalized healthcare system 
and embrace "alternative [AIDS] 
treatment modalities." 

AMA spokesman Craig May 
said the AMA opposes socialized 
medicine and has no position on 
"alternative forms of medicine." 

In TV_ interviews, AMA 
officials denounced ACT UP's 
demonstration. "We suggested to 
them they'd make more of an 
impact if they discussed it with us 
rationally than if they did what 
they've chosen to do," spokesman 
Roy Schwarz told WFLD. W 
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OutWeek Goes Broke, Shuts Down

The controversial New York 
gay magazine OutWeek published 
its last issue June 24. 

Employees found out June 27, 
when they arrived at work to find 
the door sealed and a note from 


President Kendall Morrison 
saying the magazine "will not go 
to press tonight." 


The staff had already been told 
that the July 1 issue was to be the

last. The magazine had run out of 
money and the owners couldn't 
agree on cost-cutting measures, or 
anything else, staffers said. 

"We knew all week the issue 
we were working on would be the 
last one," said — columnist 
Michelangelo Signorile, "and we 
were adamant that OutWeek go 
out with a bang. The issue would 
have been enormously 
controversial, with a cover story 


that was likely to cause 
reverberations." 

As AGLP was going to press, 
Signorile confirmed that the story 
exposed the alleged secret gay life 
of Pete Williams, chief spokesman 
for the Pentagon. 

OutWeek's shutdown _ fol- 
lowed by just a few weeks the 
firing of Editor in Chief Gabriel 
Rotello, who was dismissed by 
Publisher Steven Polakoff after 
the magazine's 27 employees 
issued a vote of 'no confidence’ in 
Rotello, saying he had mishandled 
a preliminary announcement of a 
plan to lay off a third of the staff. 

Polakoff also said the 
magazine had become "stale" and 
"boring" under Rotello's 
leadership. 

Rotello told The New York 
Times that OutWeek was losing 
thousands of dollars a week and 
was "enormously in debt." He said 
Polakoff, who took over operation 
of the magazine from Morrison in 
December, was a major cause of 
the crisis. Morrison is ill with 
AIDS. 

"Steve Polakoff didn't know 
anything about the publishing 
business," Rotello said. 

"All of the owners are casting 
blame on each other," commented 
Signorile, "when, in fact, they all 
share in the mismanagement of a 
company that not only was 
important to the entire community 
but, from a business standpoint, 
with all the publicity it had gotten, 


could have been someone's 
goldmine." 
Morrison's note on_ the 


OutWeek door promised that 
employees would be paid "with all 
possible speed," but staffers 
reached by telephone June 28 
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termed the promise "a joke" and "a 
lie.” 

Jim Provenzano, former editor 
of OutWeek's erotic spinoff 
magazine, Hunt, which shut down 
in May, said the office had been 
"cleaned out" by Morrison's 
associates and then looted by some 
OutWeek staffers who knew they 
have no hope of being paid. 

"It's like an apocalypse movie 
or something around here," he 
said. 

At press time, some OutWeek 
employees and contributors said 
they were planning a class-action 
lawsuit to retrieve back pay. Some 
of the magazine's owners also own 
profitable phone-sex companies. 


Outing, ACT UP 


Within weeks of _ its 
appearance two years ago, 
OutWeek achieved notoriety in 
both the gay/lesbian community 
and the mainstream press for its 
promotion of "outing." 

One of the most controversial 
issues of the modern gay 
movement, outing involves 
publicly revealing the secret 
homosexuality of entertainment 
figures, professional athletes, 
politicians and other celebrities -- 
especially those who take stands 
against the gay and AIDS- 
impacted communities but also 
those who simply refuse to assist 
the gay movement. 


The rationale behind the 
practice includes showing gay 
youth that they are not alone and 
taking a journalistic stand against 
perpetuating misassumptions that 
the public figures are heterosexual. 

Rotello, a strong supporter of 
the practice, said he refused to 
employ a double-standard when 
writing about public figures he 
knew to be homosexual. If we 
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don't gloss over celebrities’ 
heterosexuality, neither are we 
going to gloss. over their 
homosexuality, he said many 
times. We're not going to lie to 
cover up for them. The days of the 
gentlemen's agreement to keep 
sexual orientation a secret are 
over, he declared. 


Critics of outing -- which 
include all major national 
gay/lesbian organizations -- call 


it an “invasion of privacy" and 
"fascism." 

Targets of OutWeek outings 
included the late Malcolm Forbes, 
record magnate David Geffen, 
actress Jodie Foster, gossip maven 
Liz Smith, Cher's daughter 
Chastity Bono, actor Richard 
Chamberlain, and a host of other 
figures. Most of the outings 
occurred in Signorile's "Gossip 
Watch" column. 

OutWeek was also the first gay 
magazine to fully and 
enthusiastically embrace ACT UP 
and Queer Nation, the radical 
vanguard of the gay movement. 
The magazine was criticized for its 
lack of objectivity in dealing with 
the two groups but was just as 
often praised for its radical, 
progressive, . hip, __ trendy, 
"downtown" bias. 


OutWeek's demise leaves The 
New York Native as the city's only 
gay news publication. Most of the 
Native's news is downloaded from 
the mainstream Associated Press 
wire service and the remainder of 
its pages are filled with 
unorthodox —- critics say "crazy" - 
— theories about the causes of 
AIDS and = Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome, and with more-or-less 
traditional coverage of the arts. 

The Native's circulation had 
begun a steady decline prior to 
OutWeek's birth and continued 
dropping thereafter. 
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Large Turnout For 'Rescued' ILGA Confab

ACAPULCO, México -- The 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Association's aborted-then—-rescued 


13th World Conference, held here June 
30 to July 6, surprised organizers by 
attracting 150 delegates. 

With only a week to rearrange 
travel itineraries, participants. were 
expected to stay away in droves 
because of the high cost of last-minute 
airline tickets and the fact that many 
delegates were stuck with non- 
refundable tickets to Guadalajara, the 
original conference site. 

The Guadalajara gathering was 
cancelled after the mayor, the county 
president and the state governor 
threatened to arrest the delegates and 
withhold police protection, and forced 
the host hotel to cancel ILGA's 


reservation. The confab was also 


aggressively threatened by what 
organizers called "ultra-right-wing, 
paramilitary Catholic groups." 

The event was moved to Acapulco 
at the urging of the National Human 
Rights Commission, which said it was 
embarrassed by the behavior of 
officials in Guadalajara. The Guerrero 
state government provided a free 
conference site, complete with 
complimentary refreshments. The 
Advocate donated $7,500 to offset 
relocation costs. 

The more-cosmopolitan residents 
of Acapulco seemed to welcome the 
conference, with some delegates 
reporting being stopped in the streets 
with warm greetings. A 10-foot 
banner across the main entrance of the 
host hotel, Torres Gemelas, screamed, 
"13th Annual Conference of the 


The July 3 issue of the local daily 
newspaper, El Sol de Acapulco, ran a 
front-page headline reading, "Yes to 
ILGA," right beside a photo of the 
Pope, creating the impression that the 
conference had received a_ papal 
blessing. Mexican delegates termed the 
layout hysterical. 

Delegates did spot one private bus 
with a protest sign against the 
conference and about 20 people 
marched against the event a few days 
before its opening. 

Because more than half of the 
scheduled delegates were unable to 
attend, the Acapulco conference was 
not "official," meaning elections were 
not held, new members were not 
accepted, and no changes were made 
to the ILGA constitution. All such 
activities must wait until the 1992 
conference in Paris. 

On the other hand, ILGA officials 
said they were thrilled at the turn-out 
among Latin and North Americans. 
The delegates came from some 35 
countries, including Argentina, Chile, 
the Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
Peru and the Spanish-speaking U.S. 
territory Puerto Rico. ILGA Co- 
secretary General Lisa Power said she 
was happy that Greek and Japanese 
delegates made the long haul as well. 

Members of ACT UP and Queer 
Nation zapped one of the conference 
plenary sessions and staged a die-in, 
charging that ILGA does not pay 
enough attention to AIDS. The 
protestors were a bit disconcerted 
when delegates began clapping and 
accepted all the protestors' proposals 
without discussion. 

"Lots of non-USA people were 
really excited to see a die-in in action, 


Prior to the conference opening, 
many delegates marched in the Mexico 
City gay-pride parade, despite a law 
that prohibits foreigners from 
participating in demonstrations. The 
lead banner in the parade denounced 
the mess in Guadalajara. 

"If the right-wing in Guadalajara 
is calling the cancellation of our 
conference a victory, then I wish them 
many more such victories," summed 
up Power. 

"It resulted in our first major 
donation (The Advocate money) for a 
conference, massive new participation 
and worldwide attention to the 
situation of lesbians and gays in 
México." 

Power said she was enlightened to 
learn that sexuality is more "fluid" in 
Latin America~—meaning that men 
and women who consider themselves 
heterosexual feel more free to have gay 
and lesbian sex than do people in 
northern countries. 

"Also, drag, which is unacceptable 
to lesbians in Northern Europe, is 
welcomed by women here," Power 
said. "Bisexuals are much more a part 
of the movement. There's more an 
attitude of what brings us together 
rather than what keeps us apart. 

"The movement here doesn't have 
the luxury of extreme internal dissent. 
The people who are here who are 
ILGA old hands have had our minds 
changed. We've learned an awful lot- 
-to be more easy-going, and the 
importance of being open to change." 

Power said the conference's most- 
important element was the effective 
dawn of a new level of interaction 
between the gay and lesbian 
movements of Europe/North America

In church news, the Sydney Sisters 
of Perpetual Indulgence have changed 
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their name to Order of Perpetual 
Indulgence after two lesbian monks 
("brothers") were welcomed into the 
fold. 


BRAZIL--A documentary which 
debuted in the U.S. last month reveals 
"an officially sanctioned reign of terror 
against gay men in the city of Sao 
Paulo, involving multiple murders, 
participation by the police, [and] local 
government collusion," according to 
The New York Native. 

According to the film, The 
Hunting Season, the anti-gay 
campaign began with a police program 
to arrest transvestites, escalated to the 
point where "unknown assailants" 
began machine-gunning transvestites 
in the streets, and now has taken the 
form of a series of murders where gay 
men are found dead of multiple stab 
wounds, with their mouths gagged 
and their hands and feet bound. 

A former policeman told the 
filmmakers that Sao Paulo Mayor 
Janio Quadras is behind the murders. 
"I was: fired after making serious 
declarations to the press," said Weiner 
Rosa. "The mayor is hunting gays in 
Sao Paulo..., like a second Hitler." 

The report in the Native dovetails 
with four years of reports from gay 
activists in Brazil. In particular, the 
Grupo Gay Da Bahia in Salvador, 
Brazil's fourth-largest city, has 
attempted to interest foreign 
journalists in a list it keeps of men 
murdered because of their sexual 
orientation. Based on newspaper and 
community reports nationwide, the list 
now runs to several hundred names. 
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ENGLAND--40,000 people did gay 


pride June 29. 

Police forced floats to turn down 
their disco music as the parade passed 
through the area that Capital Gay 
termed "Government Gulch." 

Kennington Park, site of the post- 
parade rally, had been left soggy from 
rains earlier in the week, and parade 
organizers have been billed $13,000 by 
Lambeth Council to re-sod the areas 
that were churned up by partiers. 

Entertainment was provided by 
Hazell Dean, Bjorn Again, Nomad 
and Eric Presland. 

Capital Gay recently held a bash 
to celebrate its 500th issue. Boy 
George headlined.

According to Gat Pied, 
"Saturday's march differed in one 
important respect from marches of 
recent years: Gone this year were the 
floats blaring out disco music in the 
name of gay businesses. As a result, 
the marchers regained their voices. 

"Observers noted more lesbians in 
the crowd than in recent years and a 
more positive response from onlookers 
than usual," the magazine said. "Some 
onlookers even went so far as to 
suggest that gays fight more actively 
for the right to marry." 


FRANCE--A spectacular High Mass 
formalized the investiture of the Paris 
order of the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence in June. 

The event was attended by Pope 
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‘Dementia the Last, Mother Theresa 


Nervina and a cast of cardinals, 
priests, choirboys, singers, dancers and 
bodybuilders. 

The convent was created last 
September by four French founding 
sisters who took their vows before San 
Francisco's Reverend Mother, Sr. 
Vicious Power Hungry Bitch. 

Five more Paris sisters have since 
taken vows--to promote visibility and 
rejection of shame, universal joy, 


tolerance between communities, 
charity and AIDS prevention. 
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GERMANY--The Berlin gay 
magazine Magnus reports that police 
in Stuttgart have been caught with 
illegal lists of homosexuals and gay 
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meeting places.

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There is no indication police have 
used the information against the gay 
community. 


IRAN--HOMAN, a group. of 
gay/lesbian Iranians living in 
Scandinavia, reports that "because of 
testimonies of several refugees, we 
have been able to evaluate more 
precisely the depth of the anti-gay 
persecution organized by the 
ayatollahs since the revolution." 

"They are trying to exterminate 
homosexuals," HOMAN declared. 
"Seventy men and women _ were 
condemned to death for having tried 
to create a gay organization. They 
were offered a choice of how to be 
executed," HOMAN said. "Refusing to 
be decapitated or stoned, they all 
chose to be thrown from a cliff. 

"In. our” group,", HOMAN 
continued, "there are two people who 


were tortured because of their 
homosexuality." 
NETHERLANDS--Although a 


settlement has been announced in the 
U.S., the boycott of the Philip Morris 
company will continue in Holland, 


says ACT UP/Amsterdam. 

The action is continuing in 
England and Germany as_ well, 
according to gay-press reports. 

European’ activists hope to 


negotiate their own settlements with 
the corporation. 
In late June, ACT UP/ Amsterdam 


zapped the International Theater 
School Festival, which Morris 
sponsored. 

The US. boycott targeted 


Marlboro cigarettes and Miller beer to 
protest Morris' donations to anti-gay 
U.S. Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C. 

The Dutch = action _ targets 
Marlboro, Toblerone chocolates and 
Kraft sauces. 

The USS. 
announced after 


settlement was 
Morris promised 
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large donations to gay and AIDS 
organizations. 

A few U.S. ACT UP chapters 
denounced the settlement, calling it a 
sell-out. 


SWEDEN--The National Board of 
Health and Welfare has rejected a gay 
man's request to adopt a child. 

"A child should grow up with a 
clear understanding of the fact that 
children cannot come into this world 


except through sexual relations 
between a man and a woman," said a 
board spokesman. 

In protest of the decision, five gay 
groups-- Lesbian Now, Gay 
Conservatives, Gay Liberals, 
Ecumenical Group for Christian 
Homosexuals and_ the national 


umbrella organization RFSL--voted to 
end communication with the board. 
(Reporter) 


USSR--The Latvian Parliament voted 
to delete the male-sodomy law from 
the penal code, according to the 
Swedish newspaper Kom Ut. To 
become official, however, the repeal 
must be OK'd by authorities in 
Moscow, the newspaper said. 

Latvia's move follows two years 
of talk in several republics about 
repealing the sodomy laws. But U.S. 
activist and Soviet expert Julie Dorf is 
not hopeful the other 14 republics will 
follow suit. 

"I don't think there'll be any more 
movement because it's really caught 
up in the struggle of the entire Soviet 
Union," Dorf said. "There's not much 
incentive to work on repealing the 
laws with the big question looming of 
whether there is going to continue to 
be a Soviet Union." 


USSR--The Estonian Lesbian Union 
has announced plans to open a 
clubhouse following receipt of 10,000 


Finnish marks from a Helsinki lesbian 
who inherited a chunk of money. ELU 
founder Lilian Kotter says the group's 
membership has grown from four to 
60 in the past year. 

Like gay groups in Leningrad and 
Moscow, ELU is struggling to secure 
formal registration with the City 
Council. The project has been delayed, 
Kotter said, because the group's formal 
spokeswoman, who is married to a 
man, resigned after she was forced out 
of her day-job following a TV 
interview. 

"We're looking for a_ serious

Education, Suicide

The professionals contacted in 
Alberta Education, 
major Calgary school systems, and 
at the Canadian Mental Health 
Association, were not aware of the 


in the two 


gay and lesbian over-represent- 
ation in youth suicides. They also 
had not recognized that 
homosexuality plays a casual role 
in the school dropout rate. This 
lack of knowledge can only have 
negative consequences for lesbian 
and gay youth. 

According to Vicki Brown, a 
Calgary Public School specialist in 
Education Services/Health, most 
teachers would have a problem 
comfortable _ talking 
about homosexuality. They would 
know little to nothing about the 
subject, or about the meaning of 


just being 


being gay. Some _ professionals 
interviewed noted that homo- 
sexuality is a very "sensitive" topic 
in education —- it rates in the "hot 


potato" category, as Calgary 
mayor Al ODuerr _ recently 
discovered. 


Homosexuality is usually not a 
topic teachers will even initiate. 
This fact was implicit in 
Supervisor of Religious Education 


% 


Curriculum Tom Harris’ report of 
the Calgary Catholic School 
situation. Teachers are told that "if 
the topic comes up -- and kids do 
ask -- [they] are not to avoid it." 
Although they are not to make 
"value judgements", a judgement 
was imbedded in _ Harris’ 
explanation that students are told 
to have compassion for people 
with AIDS and homosexuals. The 
message is clear. Students would 
never be told to have compassion 
for heterosexuals because hetero- 
sexuals are never perceived to be 
suffering from something abnormal. 

Even Janet Arnold, from the 
Canadian Mental Health Assoc- 
iation, had followed a policy of 
talking about homosexuality only 
if a youth brought up the subject. 
The reason may be that teachers 
seek to avoid problems. If a 
student mentions it, a reason is 
then created to discuss the subject, 
but with great caution. 

According to Gina Vibone, 
the coordinator for Health 
/Physical Education in Alberta 
Education, most teachers would 
have a major problem saying 
anything about 
homosexuality. If they did, even 
greater problems would come 
from some parents hearing about 


positive 


it. A teacher could be accused of 
not only "condoning" 
homosexuality, but of "promoting" 
it! The teacher could also be 
accused of being homosexual and 
of "recruiting" children into a 
lifestyle considered by some to be 
the most evil on earth. 

Given that gay and lesbian 
youth in schools will probably 
never hear anything positive about 
their identity, their self-esteem 
problems will worsen, and they 
will also be deprived of having 
openly gay teachers to serve as 
positive role models. 

There are great 
exerted on _ lesbian 


pressures 
and gay 
teachers to stay in the closet, 
especially because they know how 
negatively so many students feel

She recognized that 
positive role models are especially 
needed by all youth belonging to 
minorities. Her response to 


opponents of openly gay teachers: 


was, "It's depressing that our 
tolerance for other people is so 
poor that we can't.allow them to 
be, and to contribute in their own 
ways. We want to make them be 
all like us." 

The closeted situation also has 
serious effects on gay and lesbian 
teachers.

One gay teacher who left 
teaching stated, "I could not live 
with myself.

I was doing to them what 
my teachers had done to me. 

"Only male-female relation- 
ships could be discussed, which 
sent a deadly message to these 
kids. The gay relationships they 
would want didn't exist. That they 
shouldn't exist was implied. I

because it was forbidden. Yet, gay

esteem. I was not only betraying 
them, I was betraying my own 
humanity.

PARENTS' CORNER 


Feminism, Lesbianism and Motherhood

The question of feminism as it relates to parenting 
has been one area I have struggled with for a number 
of years. The parental roles and values I witnessed and 
learned as a child, though traditional in every sense, 
presented a model of sacrificial motherhood that 
straddled complacency and enmeshment; and a model 
of fatherhood that was undeniably caring but 
conspicuously absent. In many _ traditional 
heterosexual relationships, these roles are still very 
well-defined and continue to perpetuate female 
oppression. 

Having experienced parenting in the traditional 
nuclear family setting, and as both a single and 
coupled lesbian, I have been forced to question many 
areas of my life in an ever-expanding quest for 
enlightenment and balance. As the need for a deeper 
and more meaningful self-acceptance emerged, so did 
my questioning and subsequent denial of these same 
self-imposed roles that have been passed on from 
mother to daughter for generations. In the realm of 
feminist thinking, the evolution of mind and 
spirituality has changed my parenting as it resulted in 
a deeper and more meaningful respect for my children 
as individual people. 

Prior to the feminist movement, there appears to 
have been little or no means for motherhood AND 
creative expression or enlightenment. The ever- 


increasing influx of radicalized feminist teachings is 
now creating a generation of womyn who are 
changing the mother-child relationship into a 
mutually supportive bond based on honesty rather 
than superiority. It is no longer necessary for mothers 
to teach their daughters that reproduction and 
childrearing are their primary biosocial function, just 
as it is no longer necessary for sons to be taught that 
men can't cry. 


In my own life, I felt it imperative that my 
children share with me the enhancement of my 

feelings of self-acceptance nurtured by feminist ideals, 
as well as not only having pride in my sexual 
orientation, but coming to know other lesbians and 
gay men as people. It was difficult at first, but now my 
children are probably more comfortable at a 
predominately gay and lesbian gathering than I am or 
will ever likely be at a predominately straight one. 

The challenge of two gay men or two lesbian 
womyn raising children together can be compared to 
setting sail into uncharted waters at night. This is 
possibly why it is so easy in some gay relationships 
involving children to automatically fall into the 
traditional roles we ourselves experienced as children, 
especially when there are few gay parenting role 
models in our circle of friends. 
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I believe that lesbian/feminist mothers are the 
only category of womyn sufficiently distanced from 
partriarchal expectations their 
successfully on personal growth and economic 
independence. And they have continued to nurture 
these ideals despite the continued subordination and 
stress of enduring triple duty as parent, homemaker 
and wage earner -- often entirely on their own and in 
poverty. In addition to, and apart from, their feminist 
heterosexual counterparts, lesbian mothers and their 
children must also be prepared to survive in a 
homophobic society; and in many cases survive a 
constant stream of homophobic negativism from 
grandparents and/or other relatives. 

In my own parenting

experiences, we have been 
exposed to numerous 
bouts of 
homophobia" initiated by 
my daughter's father 
and/or his parents in a 
number of forms, the most 


serious and memorable 


"combat 


incident being the 
threatened abduction of 
my children. We _ were 
forced to escape through a 
back bedroom window, 
while my daughter's 
father sat in a truck at the 
front of the building watching the one and only side 
entrance. The children trudged through calf-high 
snow in running shoes while I circled back to my car 
which I had parked out of sight around the corner. It 
felt a lot like a B-grade spy thriller and despite the 
excitement of the chase and the. breathless, stiffled 
giggles as we maneuvered our way through the snow 
with a very large and very heavy suitcase, I know that 
day left a scar that will always stay with us. 
Day-to-day, my daughter has also been the 
recipient of a number of confusion-inducing "little 
talks" from her father. The general message of each 
and every talk includes the following: "Your mother 
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"Your mother isn't 
really a lesbian, you 
know... she only thinks 

she iste 


isn't really a lesbian, you know... she only thinks she 
is. Your mother is just very, very sick right now. She 
needs some help. Once she gets well, she won't be 
doing all this lesbian stuff any more." 


He has also referred to me as a "feminist" with an 
inflection that makes "feminist" sound like a dirty 
word. Although such comments are undoubtedly 
great ego-soothers for him, the mental duress it 
causes my daughter is entirely unfair and unjustified. 
As a mother, I am forced to stand by helplessly while 
she struggles with the pain of torn loyalties between 
mother and father. Who pays the piper when this tune 
ends? Certainly not the father! 


Additionally, both 
children have _ been 
whole-heartedly 
encouraged by _ their 


grandparents to use 
physical violence toward 
me (and presumably other 
feminists and/or gays) as 
a means of expressing 
_THEIR disapproval. Most 
often though, the attack is 
subtle, like the 
_ purchase of 

toys and novelties that I 

couldn't possibly afford to 


more 
expensive 


provide for them. 

In raising both a son and a daughter, the effects of 
feminism in each of these two relationships are as 
different as my children are, Certainly I am concerned 
about feminist issues where my daughter is concerned. 
I am interested in seeing that she cultivates the skills 
she will need to keep afloat in a sexist world, and still 
find a direction compatible with her interests, dreams 
and desires. 

As for my son, I see him developing into a capable 
and caring young man who has already begun his 
own spiritual journey towards self-acceptance. I see 
him moving out in many directions, through and past 
the shadows of his forefathers. W

Attraction and Relationships

SEXUAL ATTRACTION. What comes to mind when 
these words are uttered? Do images of hot sex or the 
potential of a lasting relationship (or perhaps a short- 
term affair) come to mind? Do these words bring you 
warm feelings of being cared about, complimented, 
excited, flattered or maybe even terrified? Do they 
make you want to hide your head, run away, have 
another drink (perhaps a double scotch), or do you 
ready yourself for the next move? 

If you are single, or wanting to end the 
relationship you are in, this attraction may be exciting, 
timely and a wonderful fantasy. Your adrenaline 


surges as you feel attractive, wanted, loveable and 
sexy. You fantasize about the first kiss, the second and 
then the thoughts of long summer afternoons lost in 
the passions of another's whims. These experiences 
make for great romance novels and are what motivate 
us to follow through and act on these thoughts and 
impulses. It all sounds quite wonderful, doesn't it? 
And if you're ready to pursue a romantic liaison and 
you have no complications in your life (like perhaps a 
partner), it may very well lead to a more lasting 
relationship. 
The fantasy ends with an abrupt dose of reality if 
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we happen to be in a committed relationship where 
monogamy is the "golden rule". We know that 
permanent relationships involve hard work and must 
be based on much more than an attraction even 
though most start out that way. 

It is our belief that sexual attractions are a fairly 
common and normal human reaction, often to a very 
tempting stimuli. However the surge of emotional 
turmoil, complicated further by our own values, 
beliefs and societal imprints, can turn a sexual 
attraction into an emotionally-laden and _ guilt 
inducing experience! 

What if this sexual 
attraction happens while 


you are in a relationship 
(that you'd like to remain 
in) and it's not your 
partner that you feel the 
attraction for? 

Once you get through 
the struggle of admitting 
to yourself that you have 
these feelings, the next 
thought is likely "What 
does this mean about my 
relationship?” Or, "What 
does this mean about me?" 
Of course, you have 
always believed that once 
Mr. or Ms. Right came 
along there would be no 
room for even the 
slightest distraction by any attraction. 

Maybe you believed, intellectually, that it is 
normal to be attracted to other people but you really 
didn't think that it could happen to you! 

So, how do you deal with this? You could try to 
ignore it in the hopes it will go away. 

Then again, you might rationalize by pretending it 
was just the wine. Avoidance of the cause is always a 
possibility. 

You could choose to throw caution to the wind, 
and just act on the attraction. 
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The first thing to 
understand ts that just 
because you are in a 
committed relationship 
doesn't mean that you 
are dead to the rest of 
the world... 


The latter of these choices may have dire 
consequences; there is, however, another choice. 

You could be honest with your partner and tell 
them what you're struggling with. This could be a 
little scary. You may fear losing them. 

You may be afraid of getting an ultimatum. 
Perhaps you fear getting no response at all! 

You could both end up ignoring, avoiding and 
rationalizing the situation and negatively supporting 
each other in the denial of the existance of the 
attraction. 

The first thing to understand is that just because 
you are in a committed 
relationship doesn't mean 
that you are dead to the 
rest of the world. 

Attractions to others 
are normal events. They 
need to become part of the 


oepn and honest 
discussion that should 
take place in a_ healthy 
relationship, which 


includes being honest in 
the expression of your 
feelings. 

That means both of 
you. If there is a problem 
in discussing these types 
of events, then perhaps 
this indicates some need 
to review the state of the 
relationship. 

It is true that experiencing attractions for others 
while in a relationship can cause discomfort. Our guilt, 
shame and confusion often result in maintaining 
silence about our experience. This can only lead to 
resentment and anger at our partner for not 
understanding what we have not explained. It seems 
like a lot of wasted energy when all we need to do is 
begin to discuss our fears and thoughts about this 
event in the context of our relationship. 

How's about starting the discussion now? W

Welcome to part three of Thank You and Good 
Afternoon's four-part series on womyn's issues. Over 
the past couple of months, this column has discussed 
the rationale behind the use of the word "womyn" and 
the importance of womyn's issues as a whole. It has 
solicited opinions on the discrimination against 
womyn in the gay community and has shared the true 


story of a lesbian's coming to terms with herself 
during the early part of the twentieth century. 


Mh ob ob ob 


This month, I'm pleased to introduce you to a 
person who exemplifies much of what "womyn's 
issues" are all about. Her name is Patsy Ford, and 
although she is active in several different areas, I'll be 
concentrating on perhaps the most unique aspect 
about her, the one aspect which shines as a symbol of 
her philosophies: she decorates jackets. 

I first met Patsy last year at one of the bimonthly 
Rap Group sessions held at the Old "Y" in Calgary. I 
forgot just what it was we were discussing; at any rate, 
whatever the topic was, it was nowhere near as 
important as the conversation that emerged as a result. 

Both Patsy and I took active roles in the 
discussion, and by the evening's end, I had formed a 
solid respect and admiration for this well-spoken 
individual. 
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We continued to see each other at the Rap Group, 
and we continued to debate all sorts of issues. Mostly 
we agreed; sometimes we didn't, but always we 
respected each other's viewpoints and went away 
appreciative of the experience. 

Not long afterwards, I found out that Patsy was 
the person who decorated those jackets which kept 
cropping up every so often at various events in and 
around the community. 

I was suitably impressed. The finished jackets, 
after all, were wonderful 
creations. But at that 
point, from my 
perspective, they were still 
just jackets. 

A while back, 
however, I happened to 
bump into Patsy on a 
sunny afternoon in front 
of the Old "Y". Neither of 
us were in any particular 
kind of rush, so we sat 
back and chatted a while. 
And while we _ talked, 
Patsy told me all about 
Lovepat Calgary. 

Lovepat Calgary is a 
loosely structured 
organization which exists 
under the creative 
guidance of Patsy herself. 
It exists to... no, wait, I've 
got a better idea. Let me 
share with you Lovepat 
Calgary's statement of 
purpose, reprinted here in 
full. 

"1) To preserve and 
pay tribute by various means of public display the 
beautiful laces and fabrics made with care and 
patience by our foremothers. 

"2) To recognize the artistic value in the products 
of women's labour in an effort to counteract the 
devaluation and designation of women's art to the 
secondary status of craft. 

"3) To stimulate the creative production of art 
among women, using the skills and talents they

already have, and to help women recognize the artistic 
value of these skills and talents. 

"4) To create a sense of community among the 
participants in Lovepat Calgary projects. 

"5) To show support for other women's cultural 
projects, especially those designed towards women's 
empowerment. 

"6) To encourage a respect for gift-giving as a 
viable complement to a market economy, to recognize 
the community-building capacity of gift-giving, to 
recognize the existance of 
a value system and to 
promote the spirit of gift- 
giving: that to give and to 
receive are one. 

"7) To create art using 
existing materials, 
recognizing the 
environmental principals 
of reusing and recycling. 

"8) To promote the 
concept of fashion as 
wearable art, thus freeing 
women from the dictates 
of the fashion industry 
and encouraging creative 
self-expression through 
clothing." 


Lovepat Calgary, in 
effect, exists to educate, to 
enhance, to enlighten and 
to share. Reminiscent of 
Judy Chicago's "Dinner 
Party" exhibition, Lovepat 
Calgary brings to the 
surface the philosophies, 
the loves and the issues 
womyn have faced since Eve first had to put up with 
Adam's griping about his missing rib. 

But back to Patsy. What she does, is she gathers 
these odds and ends, bits of scrap such as broken 
jewelry, pieces of fabric and leather, tiny, kitschy, 
plastic toys, anything she can get her hands on. Even a 
whiskey bottle keychain once found its way into a 
Lovepat jacket. Nothing is turned away: Patsy 
describes herself as being addicted to potential. She's 
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been known to turn yellow fringe into stunning 
sunsets, and tiny, silver studs into sparkling starlit 
skies. 

She excitedly told me about a plan of hers to 
incorporate little plastic spiders into a startling new 
creation. 

Why does she do all this? Well, near as I can 
figure, it's because she enjoys it. She thrills to the 
sharing aspect of Lovepat Calgary, and she firmly 
believes that whatever she gives will be returned 
several times over. 

Also, having only just 
moved into town last year 
from Ontario, she uses 
Lovepat to help her ease 
into a community which 
can sometimes be fairly 
overwhelming. 

Some of her jackets 
she has sold, in order to 
keep Lovepat afloat. But 
most of them she gives 
away. The Chinook City 
Dance Club, the Womyn's 
Collective, Lesbian & Gay 


Youth Calgary, _ the 
Unitarian Church and 
more have all been 


recipients of her jackets, to 
be used as door prizes, 
auction items or what- 
have-you. 

As well, _ several 
individuals have been 
fortunate enough to 
receive the fruits of her 
labour (careful, Joey, 
you're beginning to sound 
like a bad gothic novel), including k. d. lang, a 
personal idol of Patsy's. 

A particular project that Patsy spoke of 
enthusiastically was a "co-operative art show", where 
several contributors would add bits and pieces to 
various jackets, then send the jackets along to others 
who would do the same until the final results reflected 
a bit of everyone, and could be put on display for all to 


enjoy. 


"Western Stars" 
by Lovepat Calgary 


Through Patsy's jackets, Lovepat Calgary gives 
much to the community which has in turn given to 
Patsy. As she herself has said, "There are lots of things 
that can be done with [these jackets] that are in 
keeping with the spirit of gift-giving and 
community—building. For example, one jacket has 
been donated to a social services organization already, 
and another has been requested. They are used as 
door prizes or raffle prizes at fund-raising events, and 


_ the response has been very enthusiastic." 


So here's to Patsy 
Ford and her jackets, and 
to the bits of glitz and the 
rusty nails which go into 
their creation. With the 
help of Lovepat, I think 
that Calgary can honestly 
say that we LovePatsy.
